Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 1.— D. M. 


Parr 
ex-president of the National 


Association of Manufacturers and a 
prominent Republican and 
manufac- 


turer of Indiana, in reply to a letter 
from John W. Kern, Democratic nom- 
inee for vice president, yesterday an- 
nounced himself as opposed to the 
Testing of so-called prosperity plac- 
aids in factories, in ibehalf of Taft's 
election, 
and 
against 
"business 


bcares" gotten up for political effect. 
ifr Parry said in part: 


"I have had a good deal to say in 


the past about the abuse of power by 
labor unions — some people tell me I 
liave said too much on the siibject — 
but I have yet to say a -word in favor 
of an abuse of power by the 
em- 


ployer. And. it is an abuse of the 
power of the employer to intimate to 
I ho employe that his services will not 
be needed if he doesn't vote a certain 
way. 
When a man is made .to believe 


that his bread and butter depends on 
how he votes, he is no longer free to 
exercise his own. judgment — he is de- 
pi ived of the most important of his 
citizenship rights. 


"I am sure that the great majority. 


of the manufacturers of the country 
will refrain from the posting of the 
objectionable placards, and that main- 
ly because it "would be taking" an un- 
just and distressing advantage of the 
employe. There is further reason 
also that most manufacturers run 
their business in accordance with the 
demand for their products and not in 
accordance -with the political barom- 
eter. 


"It is poor business judgment, on 


the face of it, to .post a promise to 
nut a factory full time in the event 
of any one's election, for there is a 
chance you know that the 
(promise 


may have to 'be made good in the 
face of adverse business conditions. 
Should the promise for any reason 
not be 'made good,' the employer 
would be guilty of baft faith with his 
men, 
and if the employer does not 


keep faith with his men he cannot 
pxpect his men to keep faith with 
him." 


"I think it -would be impossible to 


fix a date for the return of full pros- 
peiity 
It must toe remembered that 


there are economic causes for bus- 
iness reaction. which are quite beyond 
the power of political parties to con- 
trol—this thing of looking to the gov- 
ernment to give us prosperity has its 
limitations. But 
the recuperative 


power of the country are such that 
we can assert with confidence 
that 


times of industrial depression cannot 
long continue, and this also regard- 
less of which of the two political par- 
ties is successful. I no more sympa- 
•hizp with the statement 
that Mr. 


Bryan is the enemy of industry than 
I do with the statement that Mr. Taft 
'<* <he creature of the trusts, and as 
for Mr. Kern's possible election being 
n menace to business, it is positively 
sneurd.

dangerous altitude of 20,000 feet 
Both of us were nearly starved and 
our lips were cracking open for want 
of water. Drowsiness began to steal 
over us and we went to sleep. I do 
mot know how long, we slept, but, on 
casting out a piece of paper, which 
rapidly disappeared 
above us, we 


found that we had fallen 10,000 feet 
in less than four minutes, and were 
within 5000 feet of the earth.

We were at the highest point, unable 
to distinguish even a steame.- on the 
lake, or the land. 
The balloon con- 


tinued to drop until all ballast and 
everything but our clothes had been 
thrown away, and we 
were nearly 


famished for water. Just as we were 
ready to threw away our clothes 
sighted a steamer, the Mbhegan. 
signaled with my shirt, 
and 
they 


changed their course and came after 
us. 
Jn this way we drifted 10 miles 


with a boat following, 
and we were 


still 1,000 feet high. 


"The yawl was then let off and in 


doing this one of the boatmen fell in 
Ihe water and was nearly drowned. 
Just as the big balloon sank iaio the 
waters of Pigeons bay, 2(1 miles from 
the Canadian shore, we scrambled in- 
to ihe rigging and hung Ihfcir unii!

TREES AS TOWrTBEAUTIFIER! 


Horn 
How a Missourian Made His 


City Attractive. 


The prairie town without trees Is 


cheerless ai*i unattractive. Few things 
add more to the attractiveness of 
town than rows of thrifty shade trees 
planted along its streets. 


Village and town improvement socie 


ties and civic associations have done 
much to promote tree planting, espe 
daily in the prairie regions of the mid 
die west. \V"here trees adapted to lo 
cal conditions have been planted and 
where the citizens have cared for them 
and taken an interest in tyiem the re 
suits have been remarkable. 


A. public spWted man residing in a 


city in Missoffi has been doing com- 
mendable work along this line In con 
nection with the Civic Improvement 
league of his city. In the year 1901 he 
planted a large quantity of seeds of va- 
rious trees in nursery rows. He care- 
fully tended the young seedlings and 
a few years later dug them up, labeled 
them and turned them over to the 
school children free upon condition that 
they should be planted and cared for. 
Since the trees started life with the be- 
ginning of the present century they 
were called "century trees," and this 
gave them additional interest. 


Each, child was given printed direc- 


tions, which were headed as follows: 


"Ornament your homes. Plant cen 


tnry trees, seedlings of 1901. They are 
living monuments; watch them develop 
They began with the century, and the 
century as it advances marks the rec- 
ord of their age year" by year." 


Those .who received trees were di- 


rected to dig holes two feet in diameter 
and one and a half feet deep. They 
were told to keep the roots of the trees 
moist and covered until planted, to 
see that all torn ends of roots were 
cut off smoothly and to cut back the 
side branches about a quarter cr third 
of their length or, if the tree was a 
straight shoot without branches, to cut 
back the tip a few inches. This prun- 
ing was to balance the loss of roots in 
digging up the trees. 


In planting the tree they were told 


to spread the roots out into natural 
position and to set the tree about an 
Inch deeper in the ground than it stood 
in the nursery; to use good rich soil, 
but to allow no fertilizer or mulch to 
come into direct contact with the'roots; 
to work the soil carefully about the 
roots and to water the tree plentifully 
every few days after it was set out 
and during the dry weather of sum- 
mer. 


Five or six thousand trees were 


given away in this manner. Two or 
three trees were given to each child 
who asked for them, and almost every 
child did so. There were many spe- 
cies, and naturally some died, but few 
children losV all that they planted. 
Each child who received trees was re- 
quired to fill out a slip giving his name 
and address and the place where the 
tree was planted. The trees in public 
places will be labeled when they have 
grown somewhat larger. 


The town is now dotted with these 


little century trees, which have become 
the pride of those who planted them.

Native Prisoners Wounded uiul War- 


dens Wore Assisted in Pjghl by 


Europeans. 


CalcutJta, Sept. 1—The Central jail, 


where most ot the men arrested for 
conspiracy against the British rule 
are invprisoned, is under a special 
guard of troops today as the result of 
the discovery of a plot for a whole- 
sale jail delivery. Narendo Natih Gos- 
sa'in, a high caste Hindoo prisoner ar- 
rested for bis revolutionary utter- 
ances revealed the plot and was shot 
dead hy two other 
prisoners 
from 


whom he had learned the plot of jail 
upiisiug. 


'An immediate search 
of the jail 


showed many of the prisoners to have 
revolvers, ammunition, 
and knives 


hidden in their cellsi and also dis- 
closed that an uprising of the prison- 
ers had heen set for this evening. 


A guard of troops was thrown about 


the jail and the leaders in the plot 
including the murderers of G-ossain, 
placed in dungeons. 


There were 33 native conspirators 


involved" in the jail uprising and five 
of these were fatally wounded in the 
jail fight. European prisoners aided 
the wardens 
in overpowering the 


conspira toils.
